The tronble with our legislature is that
wo are poverned too much., It seemn to
ba the privcipal bustness of the legirla-
ture to undo what a previous leglelatore
has done, This is trae with regard to
tho tax Iaws, Tho last legislature
changed the time and mannor of pay:
ment, and defioed ths method of collee:
tlon. The present leglalature will spend
sevorsl days in consldesing moasures for
the repeal or amendment of that law.
And ao it will be with several laws. Just
now the proposition is made, probably
for the ‘enth time, to abolish the grand
jury system. This s me proposition was
presented to the constltutional conven-
tion in 1875, and after a thorough oon-
sideration was rejected. To abolish the
grand jury will, according to the opinion
of tho bent legal minds of the coantry,
olbe a ssriou s mistake. It istrae
there are defects in that syatem, but
with all ita faults It is probably the
best method yet devlsed for the Investi-
gation of crlmes, Whenever itisdefective
a proper remedy can be applied by leg-
islation, and perhaps the best way to ne-
certain whereln it ia deficient is to ob-
tain suggestions from the stute bar asso-
ciation or a committes of the best law-
yers in the state. To abolish the grand
jury and to adopt the wmethod of fil-
ing Intormations before a msglstrate,
would {nvolve just as much expense. and
leave the docr opan for numerous abuee:
and outrsges. A grand jury is a neceyw
slty. Suppose, for lnntance, if the work
of Investizating the Chicago election
frauds had been left to certaln persons
to obtaln evidence, file iaformations, and
prosecute the cazes, would anything have
been accomplished?
